Two riv ers, 
the Alpheu s an d the I’en eu s, flowed 
n ear by . 
Hercu les chan ged the cou rse 
of the riv ers u n til they flawed throu gh 
the Au gean stables, an d in a d ay the 
“clean -u p” task was accomplished .

inconceivable 
that 
soldiers 
under direct fire from the enemy b a t­ 
terie- could be anything but afraid 
e'en, if thev are too lira vc to -how it. 
Yet soldiers are not afraid. 
Being 
under lire in the ti r.-t - line trenches 
becomes a part of their every-day 
life until they can go about their 
work seemingly unconscious of dtin- 
g i ■ r. 
Asked for an explanation of this 
the young Australian “ Tommy” put 
the "hole matter into 
tho-e

In doing so he exposed a curious 
factor in the life of the British -ol­ 
dier afield, a -ort of fatalism, alien 
to tin- customary temperament of Ho­ 
race.
